Me, Walker whes he received the Reply, promiſed the

Ti all hold and obſtimtely affirme, that Abrahams 
; bcleeving and his faith ( taken in a FR

ſenſe without any trope ) was counted to him for 
righteouſne 8 inſtead of all righteowſnes, which cicher 4. 
braham him ſelfe in his own perſon,or any ſurcty in his 
owne perſon, or any {urcty in his behalfe,conld performe 
tothe Law of God; Andupon theſe words thus wreſted; 
they build all their hereticall Doftrives and opinions, 


concerning jeuft:ficatien of the faithfull before God , to - 


wic; Pirit , that faith as it is in every beleever a guitt of 
God , cven as it is inherent in him, and is his owne 

faith and beleeving , is the onely thing which God of 
tis grace and mercy, and out of his abſolute ſovereigne 

power, and dominion is pleaſed to ordaine, appoynt, 

an onnt for all the righteouſneſſe which a man ſhall 

havefof his juſtification, though in truth and in ri- 

nefle of the Law, and according to the rule of juſtice ic 
is no righreouſnes; being weake oftentimes and full of 
infirmicies, 

That the ſpirit of Godby the Apoſtle in theſe words,did 
not intend or meane any of the Communion of the righ. 
reouſnes and perfet obedience performed by chriſt to 
the Law as our ſurety and in our ſtead, norany impu- 
cation of that righteonſnes to every true beleever for jw- 
ſlification , nor Gods accepting of the faithtull for righ= 
teous by their communion of that righteouſnes applicd, 
poſſeſſed , and enjoyed by faith, | 

By faith and beleeving they doe not underſtand that 
gvift and worke of Gods ſpirit 1n the elect regenerace, 
and ſanRified, by which they doe belceve and are per= 
(waded that they are in Chrift, and (rift is their head, 
and they as members have communian of all his benefirs, 
even of his full ſatisfaction and parte righteouſnes for 
remiſſion of all their ſinnes, and for juſtification; and 
by this perſwaſion and beleeving they have a ſweet and 
lively ſence, feeling and fruition of Chrifts ſatisfaRti- 
on and righteouſnes, and reſt on them as onthe covering 
and propitiation of their _ and their I

by which they ſtand righteous before Godand are juſti- 
ficd; but by faith and beleeving they underſtand no more 
but a confidence in God: thar he will performe his pro- 
muſes made in Chrift, andan afſent unto his word thar 
it is true ; the tenour of which word and promiſes 
they conceive to be this » that (rift in his pare perfect 
humane nature, by h:srighteowſnes, ſufferings and obe- 
dience unto-death, hath mcrited ſuch high favour with 
God, that Godin honour to him, is pleaſed to accept 
and account the faith of them that beleeve him to bee a 
ſuificient Saviour , for righteouſnes, and requires noe 
other righteouſnes to. conſtitute them, and make them 
afcer any ſort formally righteons in their j»ſt5fication.

our j«ſtification , they doe nor meane ,. that Chrif his 1a= 
tisfacion and righteouſnes are communicated tO us, and. 
by faith ſo apprehended and poſſefled that wee thereby 
arc indeed, and in Godsaccount righteous before Godand 
are juſtified, and they deſerve that hee ſhould {o account 
us for them , but this is their mind and meaning that 
(rift by his rrghteowſnes, and obedience, hath merited 
that God for his ſake ſhould account faith to us for righ- 
teouſnes; withOut either our owne workes of the Law, 
or his righteenſnes- imputed-to us , and made.ours by 
communion , and when they ſay, faith is imputed for 
righteouſnes as an inſtrument : they meane not as the ſpi- 
- riruall hand or inſtrument , applying Chriff his righte- 

oſnet , to bee after a ſort the formall righteonſnes ot rhe 
beleever , but that: faith as it is the inſtrument by which 
the beleever doth beleeve that Chriſ# hath purchaſed 
this favour , .that fairh ſhould be the onely thing ac-- 
counted r9 him for righteouſuer..

chree things are firſt co be conſideredand explained : 
Firſt, what is bere meant by faith and belecving. Se- 
condly, what righteonſnes 15 here meant». Thirdly what 
1s meant by 1mputation. 

By faith in this place wee muſt not'underſtand that 
naturall habit, and power which is common to all rea- 
ſonable men, whoupon their knowledge of things ſpc- 
ken or promiſed, doe give willing aflent unto them that 
they are true, either'/tor the Authority of the ſpeaker, 
whom they doe reſpe& and judge to bee faithfull - or 
becauſe they ſee good reaſon in the things ſpoken and 
promiſed, and if the things promiſed tend co their owne 
good, they reſtupon them confidently, and perſwade 
themſelves that they are ſure and certaine of them alrea- 
dy , orſhall receiveand enjoy them in due time with- 
ont faile. Bat heres-by faith we are to underſtand that: 
ſupernatucall guift and grace of beleeving wrought in 
the.clet, regenerate by the ſpirit ſhed on them abun- 
dantly through Jeſus Chriſt , Tit, 3,6. which is there- 
fore called moſt holy faith , [ude' 20, this faith agr ce- 
cth with the otheriin theſe foure poynts- 

Firſt, astharis an habit and powerof bcleeving, ſo 
15this, ſecondly , as that containes init, »otitians in 
intelletls , a knowledge and notice of the things ſpoken 
& belceved;ſo doth this; And as that containes in it «ſen- 
ſum in voluntate an aſſent of the wil,ſo doth this'alſo; And 
as that faith when it "” no further iscalled hiſtorical;

ſothis alſo : Andas thatfe:th when it reacheth to good 


things promiſed to our: ſelves particularly, to apply 
them and reſt on them , hath alſo fdrciam in corde & 


 affeftionibus, atruſt and confidence of the heart and af= 


feRions in itzio hath this alſozand 1s cald a firme perſwa- 
fion,truſt, confidence ; but they differ in divers things. 
Firſt that is a naturail power or habit. This 1s ſpiritual, 
wrought in men by the Spirit of God, dwelling in them 
and uniting them to Chriſt in one myſticall body. . Sc- 
condly that hath in it no knowledge but naturall ari- 
ting from light of naturall reaſon, nor any aſſent of the 
will or confidence inthe heart and affetions ; but ſuch 
as are drawne , ſtirred up, and wrought, by meanecs 
of naturall light and common cauſes; this hath in ic a 
ſpiritual knowledge atifing from the ſpirit of God, en- 
lightning the underſtanding ; the Sprric alſo enclincs and 
moves the will to give aflent, and confrmes the heart 
with confidcnce _ firtne perſwaſton. Thirdly that is 
common to all reaſonable mien ; This is proper to the 
eleft, regenerate, and ſenttified by the holy Ghoſt ſhed 
on them through Chriſt; and is the firſt and the radicall 
grace and vertue of renovation. 4+ That hath for the 
objed or things beleeved, cither naturall and worldly 
things onely , or things heavenly and ſupernaturall , 
ſcene and diſcern'd through the darke mitt of naturall 
reaſon and aſſented to,& reited on witha carnall and un- 
ſan&ificd will and heart, This hath for the objec , 
things ſupernaturall , and heavenly and ſpirituall, diſcer- 
ned by ſupernatarall light, aſſented to with an holy and 
ſanRified will ; confirmed to the heart by a ſpiritual 
{ence : and ſweet taſte of the things promited, wrovght 
by the holy Spirie inthe true beleever, apprehending 
and applying them. 

But to come neereto the Text, the belceving which 
the Apoſtle (peakes of inthe 3. verſe , andallo in the 
9. and 22, verſes, is the faithand beleeving' of Abra- 
bam, who divers yeares before this th ey” . 

Al 
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ſaid to be counted to him for righreewſnes, was called 
out of his owne Country ; and by faich obeyed Gods 
calling , and went and ſojourned in the Land promiſed 
to himand bis ſeed, as appeares Heb. 11, 8. 9.he had 
overcome and ſlaughtered foure mighty Kings,and their 
viRocious armics by faith and confidence in Gods promie 
ſes; and Melchizedech King of Salem the Pricſt of the 
moſt High God , hadbleſſed him ( as we rcad Gen. 14.) 
and aftcr cheſe things the Lord appeared and ſpake to 
Abraham and ſaid, feare not, I am thy ſhield , and thy 
exceeding great rewards and withall hee renewed his 
Promiſe ot the bleſſed ſeed, by meanes of which ſeed 
all the families of the Earth ſhould be bleſſed in Abra- 
ham, and ſhould become his faithfull children ; beſides 
his naturall ſeed and poſterity which ſhould come of the 
Sonne and Heire of his owne bowells , as appeares 
Gen. 15. 1. 4 Theſe wcre the promiſes Which God 
made:o Abraham, and which Abraham beleeved to be 
true , and reſting upon the Lord by firme faith and be- 
licfe for the performance of them, the Lord counted it 
to him for r:ghteouſnes, Gen, 15. 6. or, as the Apoſtle 
expreſſcththe ſame ſentence in the ſame ſence, though 
in wordes ſomewhat different , it was counted to him, 
verſe 5. even faith was reckoned to him for righteonſnes, 
verſe. 9. 

Ru, this faith and beiceving was firſt an holy ſpiri- 
tuall belcefe : and the faith of a man long before called of 
God », and ſa:Rified by his Spirit , and made obedient to 
God and his word. Secondly , Ire was a beleefe not on- 
ly of the promiſe of Chriſt the bleſſed ſeed in generall ; 
but more ſpecially that Chri/# according to the fleſh, 
ſhould come out of his owne bowels, and that by Chr; 
the Sonne of Ged made man of his ſeed, the redemption 
both of him, and of all his farrhfull ſeed, thar is, all 
true beleevers ſhould be wrought and performed, Gods 
wrath appeafed , the Law fulfilled , 7#/tice ſatisficd, 
perfe& righteouſnes brought in for their PPT 
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'by his and their union with Chrit by one ſpirit, and 
Communion of all his benefits, they ſhould have -God 
for their portion and reward, for their fſpei{d and de- 
fence and(hould nor need to ſeckethe bleſſing, and re- 
ward of eternall life from their owne workes, or their 
owne.righteowſnes ; and fulfilling of the Law in their 
owne perſons, but meerely from the free,grace of God, 
and of his free guift in Chrif, as a reward of Chriſts 
righteouſneſſe freely given tothem., 'and of them appre- 
hended by faith.and-beleeving, Thirdly , this faithof 
Abraham was not a weake,but a ſtrong faith, and be- 
liefe without ſtaggering , even a full perſwafion , that 
.Ged who quickneth the dead, and calleth thoſe things 
which be -not, as if they were, and was able eo make 
good, and to performe-what hee had.promiſed; yea it 
was a belecving in hope againſt hope; .that God could 
out of adcad -body and womb raiſeup a lively feed, and 
make them ſpiritually righteous : who are by nature and 
accordins to the Law wicked ſinners, All theſe things 
are manifeſt by the places before cited, Gen: 15. and by 
the expreſſe wordes of the Apoſtle in this chap : from 
the tenth verſe tothe end of the Chapter. And thus 
you ſee what is meant by fairh which-is. here faid to be 
counted forrightcouss 

Secondly, the righteowſnes here meant is not the righ- 
teowſnes Which is according to the ſtrinefſe and tenonr 
of the Law; that is , righteouſnes of a mans own works, 
performed by every man in his owne perſonto the Law 
of God; for the Apoſtle doth diſpute altogether againſt 
that righteonuſnes and proves, that neither e Abraham 
was juitified or counted of God righteous for it, as ap- 
peares in the 2, 5. 6. 13, verſes, nor any other at 
any time, as appeares in the Chapter before, Ard 
Chap. 8. 3. and 9. 32+ IO. 3. But here is meant an E- 
wangelicall righreouſnes , which doth not conſiſt in any 
worke or workes pertornied by a man himſclfe in his 


oOwne perſon,.nor in any grace or vertuc inhcrent in him- 
; ſcife 3

f ſelfe, but is a righteouſneſſe which God of his owne free 
grace doth impute ro the true Beleever; who by one 
Spiret is united to Chri/?, and hath communion with him, 
and 1s cail-d the righteouſnes of Faith , and doth exclude 
legal j#/t:fication;by righteouſnefſe of a mans owne workes, 
aSappcaics inthe wholeditcourle of the Apoſtle inthis 
and the former Chapter, and in diverſe other places of 
this Epi/tle,eſpecially ver, x 3.of this 4 Chap.and in Chap. 
. 27. 28, 
| Thirdly, the phraſe of impating , or counting a thing 
to one ſignifies both inthe Old and New Teſtament , an 
Act of judgement and eftimation, by which a thing is 
| Judged, efcemed, reckoned , and accounted to be as it is in- 
decd, and then it 1s jwſ#, and accordin2 to erath + but 
when a thing is counted, or judged, thought, ard eſteemed, 
co be as it is nor, then it is #2j#f, and not according to 
truth, Now Gods thoughts arc alwaics juſt, and his | 
judgement is according to truth. Row. 2. 2, And there« | | 
foic a luſt imputing. aud counting , 15 here ment, for Ged | 
doth account, and Iudge of ail perſons, and things, 1o as | 
they arcs Of aninſt counting » and imputing faliely , we | 
have ſome examples in Scripture, as 1 Kings 1 21. where

Moreover, this word impare or count , (ignifies ſomes» 
times in the mo!t proper tenſe a bare AR of the Judg- 


went and thought, as Pro. 17.28, where a Too is 1aid 
to 
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to be counted wiſe when he holdeth his peace ; that is, 
men for the preſent judge or thinke him wiſe , at leaſt in 
that point of flence, 

Sometimes tt fignifies in a more full ſenſe, not onely 
thinking, Iwdging, and counting perſons to be good or bad, 
Jaft, or unjait, innocent, or gutlty ; but alſo dealing with 
chem, and uſing them accordingly, a$in the places before 
named, 1 Kings I. 31. Nehew, 13.1% and Levie. 17.4, 
and P[al 22.30. alſo 1 Sam. 23. 15, where Abimelech 
purging himſclte before Sax/, from the cffence of con. 
ſpiracy with David againithim ( as Doeg had falſely ac- 
cuſed him) ſaith, Lernot the King impute any thing unto 
bu ſervant, that is , Let him not thinke or judge his ſer- 
vant gwilty, nor dealc with him, or uſe him as a Conſpi- 
rFatour. 

Sometimes it ſignifies by a Metonymie of the eaw/e for 
the effe# , condemning, and pumſhing anoffence in a 
guilty pcrſon as he hath deſerved, and rodeale with him 
and uſe him avhee is juſtly thought and judged to have 
deſerved, as 2 Sam. 19.19. Shimei ſaid , Let not my Lord 

impute iniquity wnto me - he doth not deſire that David 
wouid not thinke, nor judge , nor count his #niguztie to 
be no imiquirie, that had beene againſt all reaſon , bur 
that for the ſatisfattion which he had made, in coming 
firſt of all to the houſe of Joſeph ro meet David, and to 
bring him againe to his Kingdome , David would gra-- 
ciouſly pardon his offence, and nor proceed againſt him; 
and puniſh him as juſtly, and worthy of puniſh- 
ment. 

Sometimes 'it 'fignifies-by a Metaphors to count one 
thing as 1t were another, or no better then another , or of 
the ſame valut, as Prov. 27. 14. where a flattering ſalu-- 
tation or bleſſing, given with a loud voyce, is ſaidto be 
counted a Cwrſe > thatis., eſteemed no better then it ir- 
were a Cxrſe. 

Somrimes to uſe one, as if he counted him of another 
Condition, as Gen, 31, I5+ Wikre it is faid of Labav, _

he counted his Daughters ſtrangers; that is, uſed them as 
ifhe had counted them {trangers - and /ob. 3r.ro.where 
Tob faith , that God connteth himfor his enemy ; that is, 
«flifecb, and plaguerh him, as it he counced him an e- 
BCMNY» | 

Somtimes the word ſignifies toſkore «p, or to put upon 
a mans account or reckeving , cither the effence or debe 
which he hin ſelfe runs into; as Roms. 5.13, where it is 
ſaid, that ſinne is not imputed when there is no Law: that 
19, it 168not 1Oſkored #p, that men are puniſhed for 1', 
and it is not judged and puniſhed in them, or the debe 
which he takes upon him for another : as Philemon 
verſe 18, 1fhe hath wronged thee, or ts indebted to thee put 
that on mine account, that « , impute and count it tO me, 
and ſct it on my ſkore. 

Now the ſeverall ſignifications of the ſeverall wordes 
being thus laid open, Iproceed more particularly tothe 
true ſenſe and meaning of every word in theſe ſpeeches, 
and to ſhew how far the ſpeeches may be extended. 
And firſt, by Faith, and beleeving which is counted to. 
every true beleever (and was counted to Abraham ) for 
righteonſneſſe» I underſtand here (according to the 
judgment of the moſt Orthodox Divines ) the true holy 
ſpiruuall faith, 'and beleefe, which is before ſhewed to 
have bin in 4breham, and which is proper to the elef7 
regenerate,andis {aid to be imputed to theme for gong 
neſſe: By righteouſneſſe is here meant Evangetical righte= 
owſueſſe , (which 1» oppoſed tothe legal righreouſneſſe of 
workes, which is inherext in every min, and iscvery 
mans fulfilling of the Lew in his owne perſon ) even the 
perfelt ſatiſfattionand righteonſneſſe of Chriſt, (God and 
man) cu: mediatorand ſwrety which hethe Son of God,, in 
mans Nature performgd rothe Law , and which is ap- 
prehended by everv true beleever, and applied to him- 
{clfe by alively ſaith and whereof he hath communion and 
is truely made pantaker by his Spirituall union with 
Chrif, of whoſe myllicall body he 154 member, being 
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Biptizcd and engrafced thereinto by one Spirit, By the 
imputing and counting of that faith for righreouſneſſe to 
Abraham, andtoevcry one of his faithfie#t ſeed, is here 
ment Gods ſetting of Chriſts righteouſneſſe on the skore, 
and p:iting it On the account of every true beleever , and 
and his j udging, eſteeming, and counting them no more 
guilcy of ſinne, but perfeAly righteous by that Evangeli- 
cal righteouſneſſe, which 1s called the righteonſneſſe 
of God. 2 Cor. 5. laſt ver, becauſe it 18 the righ- 
teouſneſſe of God, performed in our Nature , and 
the righteou»ſneſſe of faith, and not of workes, be- 
cauſe the faithfuRobtaine , and evjoy, and apply it by 
beleeving , and not by working the workes of the Law, 
Rom. 4.11.13. Fortheconfirmation of this expoſiti- 
on, 2nd jultifying of this erurh, we need ſeck no further 


Arguments, but tuch as may be gathered from the Apo- 


ſtles owne words, as in other of his Epiſtles, fo eſpecially 
in this tothe Romans. 

The firſt argument is drawne from the wordes of the 
Atoftle in the ſecond chap: of this Epiſtle, verſe 26. 
whcre this word aoy:oMotrar (a5 it ſignifies) to be im 
putedor counted, is firituſed ; If (faith hee) rhe wncir- 
cumciſionkeep the righteouſnes of the Law \ ſhall not his 
#1Circumciſion bee counted for Circumciſion > by uncircum- 
ſion (inthe firſt claute) we cannot undcritand the fore- 


skinne of the fleſh not cut off, it is moſt abſurd, and 2- 


-gainſt common ſenſe and reaſon to thinke'or to ſuppoſe 
that it can or cold performe and keepe the righteonſnes 
of the Law, bur by vacircumcifionis ment a Gentile not 
circumciſed, as Bez.a,(the molt learned,judicious, and ac- 
curate Critik and ſearcher out ofthe ſenſe of everyword 
and £:ntence in the new Teſtament) doth -xpound the 
word ,and ſo we have inthis word a MctOnymie of the 
a-\jand for the Subje - The ſame wordin the iſecond 
clauſe (2s Beza alſo well obſerves) doth not here ſignify 
the forezkin or uncircumciſion ina proper ſenſe (for that 
cannot but moſt falſely be reputed and counted for 
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circumciſion; becauſe they are contradifories one to a- 
nother) bur the itate and condition-of him whois wncir. 
Eamciſed, even the outward ſtate of .Gentiliſme 3 and 
here 1s another Metonymie of the ſame kind ,.. even the 
ſfizne put for the thing ftignitied', yea it ſignifies not the 
ſtate of a Gentile or wncircumgiſed man barely confide- 
red in it ſcife , but as comprehending in ittthe righte= 
9nſneſſe of the Law , which the man #ncircumciſed hath 
kept and performed in that '{tate, as the words neceſſa- 
rily imply ; forthe Apoltle dothnort here ſuppoſe onely 
#n.circumciſion, but the obſervation of the righreonuſneſſe of 
the Law in the Rate of wncircumciſion; and ſohereisa 
Mztalepſis or double trope, even a metonymie alſo of the 
thing conteyning for the thing contained, that is,-of the 
Subjed& for the adjun,and alſo of the cauſe for the cect; 
that is, the man in the ſtate of gncircamec:/zon keeping the 
righteouſnes of thelaw tor the righteonjnes of the law by him 
performed, By circumciſion we cannot underitand the on:= 
ward cuting away of the forcskinof the fleth, ncither ia- 
ken literaly and carnally,as the corrupt J<wes did take it, 
for a worke of righteoxſnes and obedience to the Law for 
iuſtification, {0 it was an obligation, by which the circuns- 
cjſed-was bound under paln of cutting off tor ever to-pere 
forme the whole Law, as appearcs Ga/l.5.3, And fora 
righteoxs Geatile to be brought under this bondage was 
no benefit, bur a miſerable condition ;zneither can circum. 
ciſion be here taken ſacramentally , as it was an ourward 
figne and ſcale of the righteouſnes of faith , and of Mor 
rification , and of all vertwes of Holineſſe by which 
menare ſanitifiedto God and become his peculiar people, 
for [ſmaels Eſa and all the prophane perſons o' /ſrael 
circumciſed , were partakers of the outward /igne ai: 
Sacrament of circumciſion, and yet were deſtitute of t''« 
inward Grace /ignified; And in neither reſpect can wne,r- 
camciſion, or the perſon #nucircamci{ed , nor Gentilitm- , 
together with the keeping the righteonſues of the Law 
be counted truely for circameciſion, nor reckoned inthe; 
C 2 place 
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place of tt; Buthere by .c:reumwciſion is meant the 8ir- 
exciſion of the heare in the Spirie,an.inot in the Letter, 
for fo the Apeſtle doth expound himſelfe verſe 29. the 
(word aey253'057e:; ſhall be counted) fignifics here in a 
full ſenſe judging, counting approvmg, accepting and wſing 
Now all {aid together the meaning of the Apoſtle in 
theſe wordes is this, that if a man «ncircumcrſed doe 
keepe all the Commandements, and pertormethe righ- 
#eonſnes of the Law , his ſtare of Gentiliſme comprehen- 
ding init the righteouſnesof the Law, ſhall becounted 
and accepred for che ftatc of an holy and righteows mas 
circumciſed in heart, and hee thongh wncrcumciſed in 
Feſh , and aGentile in ontwerd eſtate, ſhall be counted 
of Goda true Iſraelite without guile , truely circumciſed 
with inward ſpirienall circumciſion of the heart 1n the 
ſpirie , whoſs praiſe is not of men, but of God. This ſence 
and meaning of the wordes , and of this phraſe is ſo 
clecre and manifeſt, and ſo perfcRly agreeable to all true 
reaſon, that none can deny it , unlefie hee will ſet him- 
ſelfeto rebell againſt the light; and this phraſe being the 
fame which this Apoſtle doth uſe a2gaine , where hee 
mcn:ions counting and imputing of faith and beleeving 
for righteouſnes ts Abraham, and to cvery true beleever, 
doth give lighe for the diſcovering of the true (eoſeand 
meaning of the wordes, the phraſe being the very ſame. 
Wheretore if we will follow the 4poftie himſelfe, and 
tread after him inthe ſame ſteps, being the ſurcſt guide, 
and beſt expounder of his owne wordes and meauingy 
we muſt by Abrahams beleeving by a Metalepfis or double 
trope , with our learned Divines, underſtand Abraham 
ſtanding in the ſtate of atrue beleever , united by one ſperit 
ro God in (rift, and having communion of his ſatisfaition 
and righteonſnes , which were of force ym the beginning 
z0 ſave and mſft ific , and to make Godthe reward of the be- 
leever, And by faith imputed or counted for righteouſ- 
nes, wee mult not underitand faith in « proper ſenſe , 
ue 
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but by a double rrope » for the ſtate and condition of a 
rue faithful man, and for that which faith comprehends 
and includes in it , eventhe perfett $, gw and full 
ſatisfatiion of Chriſt God and man: By righteowſnes we 
muſt underitand the ſtate of a war juſtified, or Evan. 
gelicall righteonſnes communisatedto the juſtified meanxand 
made his tor inftification. And by counting and imputing 
we mult underitand the aecepring, approving , eftcemmg 

& indging of Abraham, and every true beteever, ſo ſoone 
as he appeares fairhſwil co be in the (tate of a man in/tified, 
and Gods ſetting on his skorc, and comming, & imputrivng to 


him being faithful, therighteouſnes of Chriſt apprebens-- 


dedby fith, which is indeed and in truth made his by 
Hiritaall union and communion with Chriſt, 

Hearethen the true paraphraſe upon the Fpoſtirowords, 
ſhewing the true ſenſe and meaning of them, Abra- 
ham upon a true imvard ſpirimall ſenſe of his wnion and 
communion with Chriſt, did beleeve and was ſurely per- 
{waded that God was his reward, and this his belcefe- 
and faith comprehending Chriſt for righteouſnes, and 
containing in it after a ſort the righreonſnes of Chriſt;God 
counted ut to him for righteenſnes; tharis, ſetit on his 
skore, and reckoned it to him for #fificatien , and 


judged,cfteemed and accepted him for a man truly righ -- 


rteoesr,as indeed he was, and ſo whoſoever doth nor reſt 
oft his owne workes for inſtificatien , nor ſecketh there=-- 
by to be inſtified, bur by faith ſceketh that righteonſnes 
which makes him righreows by the communion of it, 
when in himſelfe by nature he is ungodly, his faith come 

prebendingin it (rift and his righteonſfes,is counted for 
vans » becauicir ſettles him in the ſtate of a righ-- 
teous man;and Geds ſettingon his skore Chrifts ſatiofa-- 

EHionandrighteowſnes doth accept him for a maninſt5ſied. 
A ſecond argument confirming the expefſrion.is drawn 
from the Apoſtles owne wordes in the fourth verſe: now 
to him that workithy, the reward is not reckoned of” 
graccy bur of di. bt , whereby ic is manifeſt that the _ 
counted ' 
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counted fot righteonſnes —_— with-it a reward, alſo to 
the beleever which is counted » nor of debt, Cunt grace, 
now: there is norhing which can bring the reward of s= 
ternal. life , and Glory to a beleever , when it 1s counted 
to hin: aad ſet on hs sKkore , bur the perfeR righreonſnes 
and ſatisfattion of Jeſus Chriſt ; that, all grant to bee 
mcritor:0us of eternal life to all that are parcakers of it, 
and becauſe the communion and inpnatation Of it is of 
Gods tree grace, and the faith by which we receive,ap- 
ply andenyoy it, 18 Gods free gift , therefore the yeward, 
to Wit, cternall life is of free Grace, and Not of debr, ag, 
rhe Apoſtle here ſaith. W hereupon the the Concluſion 
ſo'lowes, that the thing counted for righreenſnes is the 
righteouſnes of (hriſt apprehended by faith, y 
Thirdly, in the 6. and 7. verſes the Apoſtle teach- 
cth expreſlely ; that the thing imputed by God is righ- 
zeonſnes; and ſuch a righteounſues , as being imputed , 
brings forgiveneſſe of iniquity , and covers /iwes,and fo 
makes.the beleever blefled, Now there is no r:ghteon(- 
es to be found among all mankinde, beſides Chriſts 
perfeRt righteonſnes and full ſatisfattion ; and that is a 
pcrfe&t propitiation tor all ſirmes, and an expiation of all 
iniqujty to them who by faith bave put on Chriſt, there- 
fore 1t ts the true 7ighreouſnes which 1s imputed io every 
beleever tor juſtification. 

| Fourthly , that which is here ſaid to be imputed to A. 
brahaw, andto every beleever, is for righteouſneſſe to 
inſtification , tor the diſconrie of the Apoftle herc, and in 
the 3, and 5. chap. is altogether of infifying , as ap- 
pcares chap. 3. verſe 20. 24426. 28. 3O. andalſo chap, 
$-I.16.18, 19. inail which places he mentions inftifi- 
cation and inflifying ; And here im this q. chap. he brings 
eAbrahams exampie , and Davids teitimony to ſhew 
how we are iw/tsfied : now there is nothing which doth 
ſerve to us for r:ghtrowſnes ro iuſtificat ion, but that which 
istound in Chriſt our Mediatonr, even bis righteomſnes 
and perfect fulfilling of the Law ; ſo this Apoſtle doth 
| plainely 
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-plainely affirme and teach chap, 5. 19. andehap.$.3:4. 
and Chap, 10. 3.4. Therefore this righteonſues is up- 
-on the true beleeving of Abraham , and the fairhfull 
counted and imputed co them, and ſet on their skore for 
their inſtification. 

Fifcly , that expoſition of a phraſe or ſpeech of Scrip= 
ture , Which is warranted by other places of Scyiprare, 
wherefore that phraſe is uſed, is to be judged the belt 
expoſition; this none can with any reaſon deny, for the 
Spirit of God ſpeaking in Scriptwre, is the beſt exponn- 
der of his owne meaning. Now this expoſition , that 
emputing Or counting)a thing for righteonſnes, is no more 
but declaring a man thereby to be righteoxs , and gi- 
ving himthe Teſtimony of righreouſnes , is warranted 
by other Scriptares whereſoever ic is uſed. Therefore 
this is to be judged the beſt expoſition. 

For confirmation of the Jr <.2a55 or minor we have 
that place of holy Scriptare , Pſal. 106. in which onely 
and no whereelſe , a thing is ſaid to be imputed or conn- 
ted toa man for righteouſnes; viz. Phineas, his godly 
zealous a& of executing judgement on Zimri, and Ce/- 
6; , then Phineas ſtood up (faith the Pſalmiſt) and ex- 
ecuted judgement , and that was counted to him for 
righteouſnes , now no man can underſtand, that this at 
was accepted of God for righteouſaes to juſtification, 
forthen a man may be .:#{5fied before God by one god- 
ly and zealous a&t of his owne , which 1s that which 
the eApoſtle utterly condemneth for a groſle errours 
and bends bis wholc diſcourſe againſt it, The true ſenſe 
and meaning of this xp isno more but this, that Ph;- 
eas performing ſuch a godly zealous a , as is proper 
to a faithfull righteous man onely, who hath the Spirie 
of regeneration , and of ſanitification dwelling in him : 
uniting him to Chr;ff, and making him by faich a true 
partaker of lis righteouſues, God upon this at gave 
him the Teſtimony of righteonſves: and declared him 
£0 be a righteons man truely inftifieds Therefore the 
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thraſe of imnputing or counting fairb for righteauſues, lig- 
_ no. mare Sr this , — the trne be er is 4 
ted a righteous man, and God giveth him the Teſtimo- 
ny of righreonſucs, becauſe he is indeed partaker of 
Chriſts righteonſnes , which he hath apprehended and 
.applicd by fairh, If I ſhould infift upon humane te- 
ſtrmonies, and the opinions of Orthodox expoſrowrs of 
theſe wardes both ancient and wederve forthe further 
proofe of this expoſition , a large volume would be4ir- 
tle enough:for the particular rehcarſing of them all , lex 
theſe fvearguments ſuilice.

him aud his word, and truſting in hins az owr nel Rock, 
and the'God of our fFrength endfalvation. T heytherefore 
raaching , That faith tm a proper ſenſe is counted for righs 
reonſfues, de teaob, that we are inftified by a works of obedi- 
ence to the Law performed in our owne perſons, aud that this 
u the onely Tighteonſues which God requires any way of PE 
op 
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for inflification: T herefore theiropinion ic heretieall, more 
impions thenthe Pelagian and Popifh Herefies conrerning 
uſt ification. 

Secondly, that whichwas imputed to Abraham, and's 
:mputed to true beleeveys , w« righteouſnes, fo rhe Apoſile 
affirmes, ver.G.and11. But faith is not righteouſnes 1a- 
ken in aproper ſenſe , for righteonſnes is 4 perfett confor- 
wity to the Law, as ſinne ts tranſgreſſion of the Law : 
Therefore faith in a proper ſenſe 3s not righteouſ- 
es, 

Thirdly, chat which'chargeth God with error, and falſc- 
hood, in bus indgemont, is blaſphemy.

This opinion, that Chri/?s righteouſnerand obedience is 
is not j”mprred to the ſaithfall doth ſo; for the Sagre 
ments are ſeales of our communion With Chriff, and the 
Lords Snpper rightly received, is called, the communion of 
the faichfull; and when theſe hereticks deny , thar the 
righteouſnes of Chrift i imputed to the faithfull, they de-

on apprehended by fairh to reit for i#/tification: as for 
this phraſe , of Gods requiring Chriſts righteonuſnes of 
us , It is harſh. and unſayoury,yea abſurd ; asif one 
ſhould ſay Ged requires, that the particular and indivi- 
duall a& done by anotffer, bee not done by him, but by 
us; which implies a contradiction; bur this, that God 
requires the gs of (hriſ# , not forour Juſtifica- 
tion, but of { Griſt himſelfe ; this implies 3 that (hri/# 
had neeg} of z#/#:fication , and was bound to fulfill the 
righteofuſnes of the Law for himſclte ; and favours of 
Socinian and Samoſatenian Herelie which denies Chri/ts 
God-head; for if Chriſts humane nature being from the 
firſt conception moſt pure , _—_— and holy, was per- 
{onally united to his God-head, and ſo the Sonne of God 
and Here of all things ; who can doubt but that in him- 
ſelfe he was worthy of all Glory , at Gods right hand 
from his birth , as his taking of our nature upon him 
was altogether for us,ſo his infirmities, ſufferings,deathy 
and continuance. on Earth for the performance of all 
righteonſneſſe and obedience tothe whole Law, was for 
us, andfor all the Ele&t , who of-old beleeved in him 
to come for them,and who now doe in beleeve him ex- 
altedto Glory according to his humanity, to thinke or 
ſay that he had need to. juſtific himſelfe , and ro merit 


by his righreowſnes the ſtate of G!ot y, is in effect to de= 


ny that he was God infinitely worthy of all Glory, as he 
was the onely begotten Sonne of God and Heire of all 
things. Another grodle error is,that he calls faith and be- 
leeving a thing don and performed by us , when as the 
Apoſtle aftirmes 3 and all Chriſtians confeſle , that our 

F belceving 
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veletoing and faith is not of our ſelves, but the gift of 
God, andthe worke and motion of his Sperie in us. 


A third untruth and groſſe abſurdity er rather blaſ-. 


phetny is inthe laſt wordes, where he affirmes , that if 


the eApoſile had ſaid unto them, that they mult bee - 


juſtified by Chriſt, or by Chriſt righteowſnes, this had 
beene rathertO caſt a ſnare upon them , then to have 
opened a dore of life and ſalwation unto them, Fatrre 
bee it fiom mee and all truce Chriſtians not to deteſt>and 
tarſe with the curſe of Anathema Maranatha , that 
mouth which proclaimes and obſtinately main:aines, 
that teaching inftification by Chriſt, and by his righte- 
exſres is caſting of a tnare on men , and not opening a 
dore of /ife and ſatvationto them. 

In the third place he {ayes down his arguments againſt 
the true Orthodox interpretation of Saint Pquls ſpee- 
ches, concerning imputation of faith for righreenſves, 
which interpreta:ion he goeth about to overthrow, by 
ſcyeial circumſtances or paflages in the context. 


T he firft Argument reduced into forme runs thus , that 
the Apoſtle who deſired to ſpeake to mens nnderfanding, 
ſhould m the weighty point of inflification, time after time, 
ardoften withoutever exp/aining himſelſe, or changing hs 
ſpeech , n/e fo ſtrange harſh and uncomb an —_— and 
figure of ſpeech as is not 10 be found in all his writings, is @ 
4 wh moſt unlikely and notto be beterved: Bat this inter- 
preta 10n Viz. Fathers apon himſuch an harſh expreſſion, 
and figare of ſpeech, without ever explaining of himſelfe,as 
5s not ro be found in all his writings, ſaying , that faith or 
belerving ts 1mputed or rightconſnes rome after time with- 
our ever changing his ſpeech , and meaning, that indeed 
Chriſts righteoutnes is imputed , which was tofyeake ra- 
ther that he might conceale his mindthen reveale it. There- 
fore this imterpretation layeth onthe Apoſtle athing incre- 
dible, andis falſe and not tobe beleeved. 


To 
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To the 4fſwmytion Tanſwer , that it is an heape of »/: 
manifeſt and ova lies. Firſt, it is no harkh, ſtrange, 
and unconth expreſſion te uſea figure of ſpeech, and by 
faith and belceving to meane the tate, or a man inthe 
ſtare of a true Faithfull befcever , and by righteonſres, 
the ſtate, or a man inthe ſtate of ryghreowſnes , or of a 
righteous man, and to ſay that fairh and belceving is 
counted for rghreewſnes» meaning that the ſtate of 4 
beleever having by faith ſpirituall communion with 
Chriſt, is a ſtateof righteouſnes, and the man which 
1s in that eſtate, is repwred Ot God in the ſtate of righ- 
reomſaes, for this ſame expreſſion and figare of ſpec ch, 
the Apoftle uſeth ſeverall times in the roure laſt verſes 
of the 2. Chapter of this Epiſtle; where by circumciſion 
he underſtands ſanftification of the heart in the Spirir, 
verſe 29. andalſo 26. andallo a circumciſed Few, v. 
27. and by wucircumciſion he meanes an uncircumciſed 
Gemtile, and alſothe {iate of Gemtiliſme, as Beza ob- 
ſerves, and common ſenſe teacheth ; and here is diſco- 
vered a ſecond impudent lye, in that he faith, this fi- 
gre of ſpeech is not ro bee found in all the Apoſtles 
writings. - Athird bold lye and manifeſt filſhood 15s, 
thatthe. Apeſtle time after time uſeth the phraſe of faith, 
or belceving imputed without ever explaining himſclfe, 
er changing his ſpeech » for that which hee calls fairh 
and beleeving, and ſaith tt is im ed in the chird and Fo 
ver,he explaining himſelfe, and changing his ſpeech both 
in the 6, and 1 1 verſes, calls it G__ and ſaith, 
God imputeth righteouſner, and righteouſnes is imputed. 

Thus you ſee bow hee hath bent his rongue and pen 
like a bow for lyes, and ſhootes them forth thick and 
threefold like poyſoned arrowes , as if his quiver were 
the armory of the Fathey of lyers, the Prince of daik-

The righteonſnes of Chriſs by ſpirituall wniow and 
common \vith Chriſt: is as truely the true beleevers as 
his faith is bis, for Chriſt is made unto him —_ 
I Cor.1.,30.and he is made the righteowſnes of God in Chriſt, 
2 Cor. 5.21. and that in order of nature , before it is 
counted his righteouſnes. For God, whoſe judgement 
is according to rr#cb,doth not count that to the belcever 
which he hath nct before,orat the ſame time doth com- 
municate to him. 

Secondly I an{wer, that if faith whichis here called 
(his faith) be faith ina proper ſenſe , and bee imputed 
for 7ighteonſnes, thenis man juſtified by his owne in- 
hcrent righreonſnes, and by a worke done and perfor- 
med in his owne perſon, which is worſe then Popery. 


 Theobjett of that on which is here ſaidtobe imputed, 
is God bimſclfe, or thepromiſe of God, and not the righte- 
ouſnes of Chriſt: for to: underſtand , that the righteowuſnes 
of Chriſt is meant by God, is toſet up a trope', which is 
porta fignre of ſpeech , but 4 monſter of ſpeech. Therefore

The objec of Abrahams faith was the promiſe of 
Chrift, and that in Chriſt God was his ſheild and his 
great reward, Gen, 15.1. Now no man can in beleevin 
by true faith , ſeparate Chriſts ſatisfaltion and righte- 
ouſnes from Chrif# himfclfe : if he enjoy Chriſt by faith, 
he enjoyes Chriſts benefits alſo; and to beleeve God 
to be our reward, is to beleeve that God is become our 


 righteonſaes,. and ſo'onr reward, for the bleſſed reward 


is the reward of righteonſnes ; and therefore this argu-« 
| ment 
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ment rightly framed out of the 3« v. from Abrahams 
belteving God, is ſtrong againſt him ; Here againe I note 
his ignorance in Rhetoxicall #7opes, inthathee faith, 2 
doublezrope.in one word, isa monſter ef ſpeech; where- 
as Rhetorick calls it a detalepſis , and counts it an or- 
nament of ſpeech.

the doctrine of Chriff, and the promiſe of Chriſt,the te- 
ſtimony which God hath given of his Sonne z and the 
reſurretion of Chriſt , every one of which includes 
Chrifts righteonſnes ; for if we beleeve in Chriſt aright, 
we cannot but beleeve in himas a fulfiller of all righteonſ- 
nes; the Dodrine concerning. Chr;ft is. that he. is made 
untous of God righteouſnes; that. hee. is the' end of the 
Law for righteouſnes to every beleever; The promiſe of

meanes faith in a proper ſenſe, for that is more comfortable 
then toteach imputation of Chriſts righteonſnes. 


The Apoltle plainely expreſſerh, that faith imputed, is A 

righteauſnes imputed, verſe 6.1 1+ anc it is mare comfor- 

rable tor usto reft on Chriſtsrighteouſues,(beſides which, 

there isnozrwe and perfett r:;ghreonuſnes to be found per- 
formed in ewr natare) then to build on ſairh , which in

by che fourth and laſt place, he undertakes to confirme 
his opinion by #eſ#imony, of learned Divines, both an- 
cient Fathers and moderne writers, even from the prims- 
ti#vetimcs, co the yeareT5OOafter{briſ# : And here he 
confeileth, that he dares not upon his owne reading be 
confident, that they generally were of his opinion -but 
oncly reſteth upon another mans reffimony, whom he na» 
meth not-:Belike, 1c was ſome nororions,and infamons So- 
cinian Heretich , whom he is aſhamed to name for his 
Amuthor, and that his confeſſion is not out of humility, and 
wodeſty, but out of Satavicall ſubriky, to vent his poyſonfull 
tes, under the-perſos of another, as the Devill did venc 
his by the Serpent, Ge, 3. Icaſily gather by his inmp«- 
dent bolduefſe, in that, upon alying report,he dares charge 
bis adverſaries withcalumny, and falſereport, raiſed upon 
his opinioa (unworthy the rongue or pen of ſober and /car- 
ved men) to make cither eArmining, or Socinus , the _ 
thors

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thors of it ; and that he is not a/hamed nor b/aſheth to af- 
firme, that from thetime of Lxther, and Calvis, the 
faireſt Itreame of imrerpreters runs, as to water and refreſh 
his emterpretation. 

To the firſt I anſwere, That though the anciently con- 
demned Heretich, Peter Anilard, ( who was gelded for 
his :=continency,by a man whoſe Daxghter he had abuſed) 
layd the firſt grozwnd of this opinion ; that Chriſte ſati(+ 
fa4iow is not imputed for juſtificaticn, as Saint Bernard 
{hewes, Epz/b. 190. yet the firſt Authors who cxpreſſely 
ajfirmed, that feith in aproper ſeſe, withour a erope, is by 
the Apoſtle ſayd to be imputed for righteouſnes, were So- 
cinta. Part 4.. Chap. 4. de Chriſto ſervatore, and Chap.1t. 
And Arminius in Epiſt. ad Hippolitum de collibus. Theſ.5, 
And to his. falſe prerexce of the maine [{treame of wri- 
ters, ſince Calvin, and Luther, running to refreſh his 
interpretation, 1 oppoſe this challenge , that he cannot 
name one Orthodox Writer ſince that time, which ever 
held, that f#ith in a proper ſenſe, is imputed for righteouſ- 
weſſe, and Cenyed the imputation of Chriſts righteonſneſſe. 
Socines, Arminins, and that hereticall ſeit, are the onely 


maintainers of that opinion. 
An Anſwere 10 all his Teſtimonies. 


O his Teftimonies, and his impudent boaſting . of the 

ocnerall conſent of Imterpreters>1 anſwere,tirſt joynt= 
ly and in generall : That of all the Teſtimonies which he 
hath cited, thereis not one which either aitrin:s, that 
faith taken in a proper ſenſe,is imputed for righteouſneſſe, 
ordenyes the righteouſneſſe of Chriſt, to be imputed to 
us, and accepted of God for our juſtification; yea, that 
all Divines, who are the moſt zealous oppoſers of his 
interpretation may {ay the ſame wordes which his eAu-

Secondly, tor the particu'ar teſtimonies which he cites 
out of Ter:nllian, Origen, Inſtin Martyr , Chryſoſtoms, 
Anguſt ine, Primaſine, Beda, Haymo, and Anſelme, and 
out of later Writers, to wit, Luther, Bucer, Peter Mar- 
tr, Calvin, Muſculm, Bullinger, Guaker, Aretine , Ihiy- 
ric Pelicanus, Humins, Beza, Innins, Parens> they are 
no more but what Sint Paxttaith , and we all acknow- 
ledg and imbrace for truth, namely, that Abraham belce- 
ving God, was counted a righteous man, and faith was 
 eonntedro him tor righteonſneſſe, and loare we ail inftified, 
not by our owne righteonſneſſe, and workes :of the Law, 
performediin our owne perſons , but by faith counted for 
riphteouſneſſe ; tor faith in[ted of our owne worker, layes 
hold on the righteouſnes of Chriſt, and apprehending , and 
comprehending it, is counted for aims. wi not 1n a pro- 
' per ſenſe, but as it comprehends Chrift and his righteonſves, 
which Catvincalles apprebending the goodues of God, and 
truſting in it; And therefore it is truely affirmed by 
Inſtine Martyr, that Abraham obtained the reftimony of 
righteouſnes, viz. that he wasa righteous mar , not be- 
C2uſe of his circumciſion, but becatite of his faith ; which 
wordes imply , TREES is not the righreonſnes of the 
beleever, but the evidence of his communion with ( hriſ# in 

his 7ighteonſnes and ſatiſfattion. 

The Teftimony which he cices out of MMaſculas , is ex- 
prefiely contrary to his interpretation; for the wordes 
are, Commendataeſſe debebat hac fides,noproprie qualitatic, 
fed propeſti Dev «i thatis, This feb ought to be 
commended , not in reſpe& of the proper quality of it, 
thatis, Notin a proper Jerſe, but in reſpe of the pur- 
poſe of God, wherby he hath appointed,that to beleeve in 
Chrift,he wil «mpare it for righteouſnes;propter ipſwns, that 
is becauſe of Chriſt himſelfe, in whom they belceve : = 
& WInic 
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which wordes it is plaine, that faith is n6t :w1pwred in a 
proper ſenſe to the beleever, but in reſpeRt ot Chrif, in 
wa ap he beleeveth, and whole righteonſnes ke applies by 
faith, | | 
The wordes which he cites out of Aretins, are allo 
ſtrong for us , againſt himſelfe » viz, That God imputed 
righteouſnes to Abraham, that is, ſo accepted his faith , 
that hereupon he counted him for a righreous man, by 
imputative righteonſnes, which righteouſues cannot be any 
thing inherent (as faith and our owne workesare) but the. 
righteouſnes of Chriſt, beides which,there is no righte- 
ones to be found in all the world perfect and'fit ro i. 
ſtify max before God. : 

Illyricss his wordes are as plaine againſt him as our. 
hearts can wiſh , viz. That begging faith apprehending 
the righteouſues of Chriſt, is imputedto him in fied of his 
ownerighteouſnes : where note, that the reaſon why God 
doth impate faith for righteouſues is, becauſe it appre-: 
hends Chriftsrighteonſnes,not becauſe ir of it ſelfe in a 
proper ſenſe is fit to be counted righteomſnes ; being but a 
poore begging hand , and being izherent inthe belcever, 
which ompatative righteou(nes can in no wile be. 

Thus 1 all his te/t:wmonies we have not One word to 
prove that faith raken in a proper ſenſe is onely imputed 
for r;ghteowſnes, and not the righteowſnes of Chriſt; But 
many Teſtimonies by him cited prove direQly the con- 
trary gwterpretation. | 

Bnc becauſe I will not have ſuch aforger, and falſe ſub- 
orver of witneſſes goe away. without the brandes of forge-= 
ry, and »etorious inmprudency ; 1 will bring inthe belt fear- 
ned of the Anciexts, and alſo of late Orthodox Divines,
